The "EKG Teaching" disk teaches EKG rhythm strip 
Interpretation at a beginning level, with some "pathology 
pattern" recognition which can be of benefit to those already 
knowledgeable. There are teaching programs for EKG parts, 
rhythm recognition, and abnormality recognition. After the 
teaching programs, the user can test his knowledge with 
quizzes. 

EKG patterns are drawn on screen, with Important features 
pointed out for the user.
